I While the amount given was liberal it

edness. It totaled the handsome figure 
1 of $5,200. 

I The interior of the church is a work 
' of art. The building is equipped with

Saturday, the 
jury in the case of Muntella Watha. a 
Haytian negro, charged with first de- 
gree murder in connection with the 
lynching of Carl Ethrington, an anti- 
saloon league detective, returned a 
verdict of manslaughter. The jury 
had been out since Friday afternoon 
and was up practically all night in 
considering the case. | 

The lynching of Ethrington, whoj 
was formerly of Springfield. Ky., oc- 
curred last July and was due to a bit- 
ter liquor fight, the saloons remaining 
open for a year in Newark after the 
county had voted dry. The anti-saloon 
league sent Ethrington ini.o the town 
to get evidence against the saluonists 
and a riot followed.

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HOW TO DHAIN FRONT YAROl 



A little Work M»y Do Away Witb 
Going to ‘Law. 

Thought spent on the drainage of 
the front yard reaps many reiuma. 
If you are on the same grade as your 
neighbors, you are entitled according 
to law, to allow all water that natu- 
rally flows that way to run over on 
your neigabois, but, in actual prac- 
tice it does not pay as there are al- 
ways disputes as to whether it nat- 
urally runs over on them, says/‘Tho 
Delineator.” On this account I advise 
that you build into the yard your own 
inlets In order to take away all your 
own surface warer. It is to be pre- 
sumed that your house water-pipes 
from the roof all lead into the sewer 
and that the sewer runs out to the 
street through your own yard. This 
being the case, set small copper inlets 
in the walk at thirty foot distances, 
leading to terra-cotta pipes which 
empty into the sewer. 

At intervals over the yard, about 
thirty-foot centers, set inlets of gal- 
vanized iron, sijuare in shape, at a 
height that will be flush with your 
sod when tlhe yard has settled. Allow 
two inches for this although in three 
or four years there generally has to 
be a shortening of the terra-cotta 
pipes to fit the s-hrinkage — an easy 
job. These inlets should be so set 
that they will catch the storm water 
from extra heavy rains. There can 
be no rule given about it. An engi- 
leer can give yoti the exact spot for 
each, but never knew an intelligent 
gardener who could not also do it. 
Study the lay of the land an decide 
how the water will run, an4 at the 
point — such as a corner — where it 
will meet wit'a some obstacle to dam 

back, set an inlet. 

Ordinarily there need be no out- 
let to the drainage in the beds and 
borders, but in a yard more than tw’o 
feet higher on one side than on the 
other in a fifty-foot lot the trench 
at the lower side should have an In- 
let Set in the front (lower) end, con- 
nected with the sewer, or there will 
be trouble to grow fine plants there. 
Plants will stand all kinds of neglect, 
but none but aquatics will stand “w’et 
feet.”

Feeding the Heifer. 

Breeding the heifers at the right 
time will be of little avail if the man- 
agement is not such as will develop 
the milking habit. The feed must 
be such as will sustain the cow and 
enable her to yield all the milk that 
aer system can make. Here is a 
point that should not be overlooked. 
The heifer or cow should be in good 
condition before freshening in order 
that there need not be a double 
strain on her digesitive and as.simi- 
lative systems to keep up the bodily 
conditions and at the same time pro- 
duce milk. If the inilk-producing 
functions can be directed in their 
channels unrestricted the possibilkiea. 
of large productions will be greatly 
enhanced. 

The necessity for feeding succulent 
food must be very apparent. Grass 
silage, soiling crops or roots and bal- 
anced grain feeds, according to the 
season of the year, are the articles, on 
which the cow feeder can dei)end for 
a. class of feed that will enable the 
cow to yield heavily. Dry feed must 
be such as can be easily digested and 
the nourishment taken from it with- 
out a heavy draft on the energies of 
the system during the operation. 

The habits of productiveness can- 
not be Well fixed without regular 
feeding, and in such quantities as the 
system can utilize it. This .brings me 
to a chapter on the art of feeding 
that must be deferred until some fu- 
ture time. But regularity in feeding 
IS too often underestimated. As soon 
as the mill runs empty more feed 
should be put in the hopper. The 
i cow's system should not be called 
! upon to yield up some of the stored- 
I up material in order to keep up the 
! business of m.ilk making, for that 
would be an interruption of the gen- 
eral processes o: the system and cer- 
tain penalties u diminishing milk 
production are sure to follow.

The people of the Ele-venth Congres- 
sional district, with its nineteen moun- 
tain counties, are elated over ^the ex- 
cellent showing made in the increase 
of populatioT) during the past ten 
years. While a number of the Blue 
Grass counties, with all their school, 
church, social and educational facili- 
ties. have lost considerably in the past 
decade, only one county in the Eleven- 
th drstrict shows a loss, and that is 
Wayne, which has lest about two hun- 
dred. The aggreagte gain in the nine- 
teen cpuntins in the district approxi- 
mates $50,000. 

This is the only real mountain con- 
gressional oistrict in the state, it be- 
ing the only one in which there is not 
a county outside of the mountain 
chain. The largest gain v;as in Bell 
county and the next in VVhitley, with 
Pulaski “third. The gain in Pulaski 
couiity is 4,693. In Pulaski county this 
is eepfcially surprising. |for ^there has 
been a large exodus during the past 
five years from this countv to the 
W’estern States and it was hardly ex- 
pected that Pulaski would hold her 
own, now having 35,986, the largest in 
the district.fand also the largest in the 
State with the exception of a few 
counties with cities like Covington, 
Louisville, Lexington and Owensboro. 

Tne progress in a commercial wav 
has also kept pace with the increase^in 
population, and to-day the Eleventh 
district bolds the record of commercial 
development in all probability over 
any district in the State, and it has 
not yet fully 'donned its swaddling 
clothes. The people all over the dis- 
trict are highly elated over the show- 
ing..

One report says Mr. Edwards killed 
himself while another says he was 
murdered. 

The body was brought home Friday 
by Mr. Ossian Edwards.. his father and 
the funeral services were held Satur- 
day afteinoun. While at Baxter Mr. 

Edwards learned that bis son had been 
assassinated, but the identity.of the 
alleged assassin could not be secured 
as he had made his escape. 

The sto y of the tragedy conveyed 
to Mr. kd wards was that his son had 
been up late Wednesday night and 
about eleven o’clock someone attempt- 
ed to kill him by firing t**o shots 
through the door. Later in the night 
three pistol shots were heard by the 
inmates of the house and going to the 
room of Mr. Edwards found him lying 
on the floor in a pool^of blood, all of 
the shots having struck, him in the 
region of the heart. He, according to 
this story, died Thur.sdayg morning 
about 6 :3U o’clock. 

A news dispatch from Cookeville, 
the county seat ut Putnam county, in 
which Bax’^pr is ln<*aied, and publish 
ed in the Nashville papers gives the 
foollwing : 

“Having summoned a friend to wit- 
ness is suicical act. Howard Edwarcs, 
a member of tne firm of Aurdey, Ed- 
wards & Co, of Baxter. Tenn., shot 
himself three times in the breast at 
his room in the Maxwell Hotel yester- 
day. producing wounds to which he 
succumbed in a few hours. Just prior 
to this incident, Mr. Edwards went 
to the door of Lawrence Grace’s room 
in the same hotel. Mr. Grace, who is 
cashier of the Baxter Bank and Trust 
Coippany a*d against whom, it is 
said, Edwards harbored some imaginary 
grievance, refused to admit him. 
whereupon Cidwards endeavored to 
break open the door. Mr. Grace fired 
two shuts though the door, but neither 
bullet struck Edwards. 

“Mr. Edwards then called Mr. Gods- 
by, whom he asked to come to bis 
room. When Mr. Godsby entered the 
room he found Eldwaids with a revol- 
ver in his hand. 

“Turning the weapon to his breast, 

Edwards remarked: ‘1 am going to 
end it. I am going to kill myself.'
